Miss Mae Martin, a pretty young wom- 
an who had desk space in one of the 
burned buildings on Broad street, got 
hold of a dry goods box, put her res- 
cued typewriter on it, hung out her 
shingle and is doing a rushing public 
gstenographic business in front of the 
towering hull that was once the Em- 
pire Life building. 

The click of her busy typewriter 
punctuates the throbbing of two fire 
engines at the next corner, where tons 
of water are being pumped into a 
smouldering inferno of a thousand 
bales of cotton in a burned warehouse.

Dr. Waite Poured Some- 
thing Into Millionaire John 
Peck’s Soup, According to 
Statement of Negro Maid. 


New York, March 23.—In a’ stupor 
from self-administered drugs, Dr. Ar- 
thur Warren Waite, a dentist and well 
known. as a tennis player, was in cus- 
tody of detectives tonight and will be 
charged with the murder here on March 
12 of his father-in-law, John E. Peck, 
a millionaire drug manufacturer, of 
Grand Rapids, Mich. as soon as he 
can be taken into court. With the ar- 
rest of Dr. Waite, the district attor- 
ney’s office believes it has uncovered 
one of the most sensational cases in 
many years. 

Mr. Peck, who is reputed to have 
left an estate valued at about $1,500,- 


000, and his wife died within six weeks 


while visiting their daughter and her 
husband at their Riverside Drive apart- 
ments here. By the will of Mr. Peck, 
his estate was equally divided between 
Mrs. Waite and Percy Peck, of Grand 
Rapids, his son. Mrs. Waite now is 
seriously ill at Grand Rapids. Dis- 
trict Attorney Swann said today he 
had learned she had been instructed 
by Waite to make a will in his favor. 
Had Taken “Pienty.” 

When detectives went to the Waite 
apartment today they found the young 
dentist in bed, apparently in great 
pain. Dr. A. A. Moore, the physician 
who attended Peck while he was here 
declared Waite was suffering from an 
overdose of narcotics. Considerable 
quantities of three different drugs were 
found in the dentist's clothing, and 
he said he had taken some of each 
kind, beginning yesterday morning 
Asked how much he haa taken, he re- 
plied “plenty.” 

District Attorney Swann wént to the 
house with a stenographer to take a 
statement from the dentist, but Waite 
was in a stupor. Dr. Moore said his 
patient probably would be able to go 
to court tomorrow. In the meantime 
he will be closely guarded. 

The arrest of Dr. Waite was ordered 
today after an investigation by Dis- 
trict Attorney Swann based upon the 
results of an autopsy on Peck’s body 
which revealed strong symptoms of 
poisoning. The case was placed in the 
hands of the grand jury today after 
Dora Heiler, a negro maid at Dr.

Berlin Claims Czar’s Forces 
Are Making No Progress 
in Their Offensive — Rus- 
sia Claims Successes. 


London, March 23.—Except on the 
front near Gommecourt and the 
Bethune-La Bassee road, where the 
British gained some advantages in 
fights against the Germans, no in- 
fantry engagements have taken place 
along the line in France and Belgium. 
Heavy fighting, however, continues be- 
tween the Germans and Russians on 
the Eastern front from the region of 
Riga southward. 

The Germans northwest of Verdun 
are continuing their violent shelling 
of the Malancourt sector and again 
have trained their guns on the French 
front of Bethincourt, Le Mort Homme 
and Cumieres, probably preparatory to 
fresh infantry attacks in an endeavor. 
to break through the line when the 
moment seems propitious. 

The French have not slackened their 
bombardment of the Malancourt wood 
from positions in the Argonne forest, 
and also are shelling heavily German 
positions and the roads and railways 
held by the Germans in the Eastern 
part of the Argonne. 

The bombardment to the northeast 
of Verdun, as well as in the Woevre 
region, to the east of the fortress, has 
increased in intensity. 


RUSSIANS FIGHTING 
ON 70-MILE FRONT. 


Heavy masses of Russians are press- 
ing the Germans from the Riga district 
southward for a distance of seventy 
miles. While they have gained some 
advantage, the Russian war office ad- 
mits that south of Lake Dreswiaty the 


Germans recaptured trenches that the 
Russians had taken the previous night. 


‘The Russians have again pierced the 


opposing line in the Jacobstadt sector. 

According to the German official 
communication, “not even the smallest 
advantage against the unshaken Ger- 
man defense” has been obtained any- 
where in this great offensive, which 
the Russians have undertaken in 
northwest Russia. While Berlin de- 
clares that the Russians have ceased 


their vicious attacks in the neighbor- 
hood of Postavy, eastward of the rail- 


way between Dvinsk and Vilna, Rus- 


sia officially announces that the 
fighting there continues and that 
southwest of Lake Narocz the Russian 
troops again have advanced under a 
violent bombardment. 

The Austrians, combating the Rus- 
sians in Galicia and the Italians along 
the Austro-Italian frontier, appear to 
be holding their lines without change. 

A fourth German war loan has clos- 
ed, and a Berlin dispatch says the 
money raised will exceed the aggre- 
gate of the second loan, but will be 
less than that of the third. This would 
mean that between 8,000,000, 000 and

BRITONS RAID 
GERMAN TRENCHES. 


London, March 23.—The British offi- 
cial statement issued tonight on the 
campaign in France and Belgium reads: 

“Our troops carried out two success- 
ful raids against the enemy trenches 
about Gommecourt and in the Bethune- 
LaBassee road. One prisoner was cap- 
tured and three dugouts, filled with 
Germans, were bombed and blown in. 

“The enemy sprang a small mine to 
the north of. Arras and two mines 
northeast of Neuve Chappelle, causing 
slight damage to our trenches. A gre- 
nade attack to the north of Arras was 
repulsed. 

“There has been artillery activity 
about Fricourt, Gommecourt, Souchez, 
the Hohenzollern redoubt and Ypres. At 
one place our artillery fire caused a 
big explosion in the enemy lines.“ 


GERMANS TAKE POINTS 
SOUTH OF HAUCOURT. 


“The night passed quietly on the re- 
mainder of the front.” 


Berlin, March 23.—(Via London.)— 
The Russians, in spite of their great 
offensive on the eastern front, have 
made no advance, says the official 
statement given out today by the Ger- 
man army headquarters. 


The official statement reads: 

Western front: The German suc- 
cess near the forest of Avocourt has 
been, completed by the occupation of 
the French points of support on the 
mountain ridge southwest of Hau- 
court. About 450 prisohers were 
taken. 

Otherwise the general situation on 
the western front is unchanged. 

“Eastern front: The Russians show- 
ed their, main aggressive activity in 
the evening and night time. They 
advanced several times with strong 
forces against the German positions 
and bridgehead of Jacobstadt, on both 
sides of the railway between Mitau and 
Jacobstadt, and four times against the 
German lines north of Vidzy. 

“On the front northwest of Postavy 
the number of prisoners taken by us 
has reached 14 officers and 889 men. 
The Russians in this district under- 
took no more important attacks, ap- 
parently on account of the overwhelm- 
ing losses they had suffered. 

‘They advanced several times with 
renewed force, however, between Nar- 
ocz and the Wiszniez lakes. 

“The great sacrifices of men and am- 
munition brought to the Russians in 
these attacks, as well as in several 
local enterprises at other places, not 
even the smallest advantage against 
the unshaken German defense.” 


ARTILLERY IS ACTIVE 
ON AUSTRIAN FRONT. 


Berlin, March 23..—(Via Wireless 
to Sayville.)—The Austro-Hungarian 
official statement issued last night 
says: 

“Russian artillery fire has been live- 
ly on the whole northeast front. On 
the Strypa and Kormin sector Russian 
infantry detachments attacked our 
forces, but were everywhere’ repulsed. 
At one place in East Galicia a Rus- 
sian force of about one battalion suf- 
fered losses of three officers and 150 
soldiers killed and 100 made prisoners, 
while the Austro-Hungarian casual- 
ties were only some soldiers wounded.”

A meeting was held a few 
days ago in the offices of Nym Hurt, 
chief of the city’s construction depart- 
ment, which was attended by Vice 
President Miller, of the Southern: W 
A. Hansell, chief of the county depart- 
ment of public works, and Mr. Hurt. 
The program as above was agreed to, 
and but needs the authorization of the 
county board of commissioners before 
Work can proceed on the underpass.

Washington, March 23.— (Special) 
Representative Carl Vinson. on learn- 
ing this morning of the crushing ea 
lamity which has come upon Augusta, 
went immediately to work to secure 
the co-operation of the national ov 
ernment in the relief work. He has 
drafted a bill calling for an appropria- 
tion of $100,000 for this purpose. : 

Before introducing the measure Rep-. 
regentative Vinson has sought to learn 
from Governor Harris and Mayor Lit- 
tleton whether the proposed aid wiil 
On hearing from them 
he will press for immediate action on 
relief measures. All the Georgia mem-~ 
bérs will co-operate. In the meantime 
Representative Vinson has wired a per- 
sonal contribution of fifty dollars te 
aid the relief work. i 

When the Salem, Mass, fire rendered 
thousands homeless and destroyed mil- 
lions of property, the government ex- 
pended $125,000 to succor the distress- 
ed. The San Francisco fire was also 
recognized as a national catastrophe 
and relief measures were approved by 
congress. Similar action has been tak- 
en on occasions of disastrous floods 
on the Mississippi river which drive 
thousands from their homes. Mr. Vin- 
son will cite these precedents for the 
relief he seeks. His telegram follows: 

“James R. Littleton, Mayor, Augusta, 
Ga.: Have just seen by afternoon pa- 
pers that three thousand people have 
een rendered homeless by catastrophe 
at Augusta. If situation, tn your judg- 
ment, warrants such action, communi- 
cate with Governor Harris and have 
him wire the president the conditions.

HAY ARMY MEASURE 
IS PASSED IN HOUSE

standing army, exclusive of officers, 
hospital and quartermaster corps and 
unassigned recruits, the bill as passed 
by the house provides for the building 
up of a force of 425,000 federalized na- 
tional guardsmen within five years. It 
provides for an officers’ reserve corps 
of 50,000, for a complete industrial re- 
serve and for new recruiting systems 
for both the regular army: and the na- 
tional guard. It also contains an au- 
thorization for summer training 
camps, from which a third force of 
federal volunteers is expected to grow 
and provides that national guardsmen 
who will receive the benefits of the 
militia pay feature of the bill shall be 
subje to immediate draft into the 
federal service in war time. 

During the process of amendment 
in the house the bill was brought ap- 
preciably closer to the measure pre- 
pared by the senate committee in sev- 
eral respcts. Important among these 
was the insertion of the senate bill's 
provisions as to the regular army en- 
listments which are expected to rapis- 
ly produce the desired reservists. Un 
this section Chairman Hay, of the 
military committee, the bill's sponsor, 
was .defeated. The only other impor- 
tant amendment, carried by a vote of 
224 to 180 despite his opposition, was 
that striking out. the. entire section 
which proposed to have the govern- 
ment embark into a nitrogen manu- 
facture project which aroused opposi- 
ion on the ground that it involved im- 
mense expenditures in conjunction 
with private enterprise. 

Georgians Vote fer Bill. 

All the Georgians present and vot- 
ing on the army bill in the house to- 
day, stood by the bill reported by the 
military affairs committee, 

They voted against the Kahn amend- 
ment and all others not approved by 
Chairman Hay.

The man re- 
mained at the jail, however, until his 
suicide today. e denied to the sheriff 
that he was the man sought by Arro- 


ood. 

A letter was found in the dead man’s 
pocket addressed to Sheriff Willbanks, 
the 1 bearing the following in- 
sc on: 

“This is for Mr. Willbanks, contents 
never to be made public or printed. 
This is my last request.“ 


Leaves Letter to Sheriff. 


The letter in two sections is as fol- 
: “Mr. Willbanks—You have been 
very kind to me. I can’t save myself 
and I will end it all: Take the con- 
tents of grip for your own use. 
Destroy what you don’t want. I am 
anxious that no one connected with me 
shall ever know of this. Give my body 
to some medical school or bury it in 
some vacant lot. I thank you for your 
kindness. Goodbye. G, S, Reed.” 
“Do not, please, keep my body for 
peering eyes or hunt my people. Dis- 
ose of it quickly and let the incident 
e forgotten. There is no wife, moth- 
er or sister to suffer for this. No one 
but myself. If the little I have here 
will bury me let it go at that. God 
bless you and your family. G. S. Reed.“ 
Expressions in the above letter are 


custod 


‘taken as an admission that he was the 


man who drew the,worthless check. 
The pistol used by Reed belonged to 
Sheriff Willbanks. He was locked in 
the bath room of the jail when he 
shot himself.

Trading in Thursday’s List- 
less Session Principally 
‘Among the Professionals. 
Mexican Group Suffers Ab- 
rupt Decline of One to Five 
Points. 


New York, March 28.— During the 
greater part of today's listless session, 
leading stocks rose and fell within 
fractional limits, except in the fore- 
noon, when an abrupt decline in the 
Mexican ‘group, chiefly petroleum, 
caused recessions of 1 to & points.

ANIMAL LIFE PICTURES 
DRAW CROWDS 10 GRAND 


Wonderful Film Is Being Pre- 
sented This Week by Dr. 
John Ruskin.

“Ig the Darwinian theory true?’ 

This is a question I pondered over 
in all seriousness as I left the Grand, 
last night, after viewing for two hours 
the most wonderful motion picture, 
second only to “The Birth of a Nation.” 
I have ever witnessed. , 

Dr. John W. Ruskin’s 6,000 feet of 
film, portraying almost every kind of 
wild animal life in its natural haunts, 
brings the spectator in closer commun- 
ion with nature for two hours than 
one could ever get by visiting all the 
menhageries in the world or by studying 
every famous authority on animal life. 

The monkey, the gorilla and the 
ourang-outang, expounded at length as 
important links in the Darwinian. the- 
ory, are shown in their native haunts.

One 
day he gets a little freedom from his 
post and chain, and finds a big iron 
pot full of water. He steals a cake 
of soap and a turkish towel, and man- 
like begins a most delightful bath. 

Dr. Ruskin was visiting the wealthy 
native at the time. He hurriedly got 
his camera busy. 

As the camera crank turns the argu- 
ments of the Darwinian theory are 
strongly realized. The ourang-outang 
industriously applies the soap to his 
massive, human-like frame. He rubs 
himself with the turkish towel, and 
Wraps it around his head like a man, 
and later about his hips. 

Unfortunately, the beast has seen his 
master sip the “suds” from off his im- 
ported beer. As the seap “suds” grow 
faster and faster, the beast then, im- 
itating his master at his beer, begins 
licking the soap “suds” from his big 
body with the keenest delight. The 
master told Ruskin he recognized him- 
self in the beast. \ 

Over 300 amazing and thrilling scenes 
of animal, bird, reptile, bug, fish and 


insect life are shown in Dr. Ruskin’s 


ictures, and the audience never is 

ored by having to read a title. Dr. 
Ruskin furnishes every title by lec- 
turing as the picture ig unfolded. 

Over 700 persons saw the picture on 
Thursday morning, 1,000 at the after- 
noon performance, and what was said 
to be the largest audience that ever 
witnessed a motion picture at the 
Grand watched this thrilling picture 
last night.
